The 
government’s present lease on 
the building expires September 
30 and the improvement will 

hardly be made until a new lease 
becomes effective. 

The city was on a published 
list of 25 or 30 Southern Cali¬ 
fornia cities recommended for 

new government buildings and lo¬ 
cal citizens hoped the new edifice 
would be available before the 
present lease expires. But this 
and other cities have learned that 
it may be many years before they 
get their promised $75,000 struc- 
tures. So a new five-year lease ’ 
wUl be entered into at a slightly 
higher rental to cover the in¬ 

creased floor space and facillities.

Completion Of First Project Shows Transformation Of A 
Section Of Mariposa Avenue— Trees Kemoved And 
Grading Started On Other Dusty Thoroughfares In¬ 
cluded In Plans— Deadline For Signing Up By Property 
Owners In Other Sections Will Expire Next Frid:iy, 
June 30, With Prospects Bright Full Schedule Will Be 
Worked Out 

B’lrst of the nine throughfares included in the city’s street im¬ 
provement progrram was completed this week when Mariposa avenue 
from Hermosa to Lima street delighted residents with its clean, 
dustlesa appearance — sidewalk laid, curbs installed and street 
paved. 

Under the setup in which the paving program Is being carried 
on, property owners pay only for material co.sts, labor and engin¬ 
eering costs, equipment rental, etc., being paid out of the gas tax 
funds. The streets improvement was due to splendid cooperation on 
the part of property owners on Mariposa avenue. Estimated cost 
of materials for the street, 937 feet long, 36 feet wide and covering 
an area of 33,732 square feet, was $1649.81, with cash rai.sed from 
property owners for materials, at th; rate of 90c a front foot, 
totaling $1604.81. Four thousand dollars is the total estimated cost

with $2395.19 contributed from the gas tax allocation. Curbs on 
Mariposa 1,865 feet, and sidewalks.

Preparatory to paving Park avenue from Ramona to Orange 
Grove avenue, and Manzanlta, from Park avenue half way to Lima 
street, next two streets to come in under the arrangement with the 
city with material costs in 100 per cent, trees were removed in 
the districts this week and grading begun. Curbs are already in¬ 
stalled on both streets, so within a short time the remainder of 
the work will be completed and residents will have .smooth pivement 
to walk on rather than dusty, unimproved streets and deep ditches 
for gutters.

Many millions chopped off the 
state budget with defeat of vir¬ 
tually all proposals to establish 
new taxes, or “up" existing taxes, 
—a saving to the taxpayer of 
some $63,000,000! 

Many types of payroll taxes, 
which would have drastically in¬ 
creased the Operating overhead 
of business and industry—there¬ 
by increasing unemployment and 
retarding recovery—were also de¬ 
feated. 

Indicating a shift to saner 
policies in labor matters, the 
Legislature killed proposals to 
legalize the closed shop involving 
secondary boycotts. Also defeated 
were lojy-sided bills to establish 
unfair labor practices for employ¬ 
ers. without placing similar re¬ 
strictions on labor; one-sided labor 
meditation and arbitration acts, 
drafted by city labor bosses, etc. 

Also rejected were numerous 
schemes to have the government 
invade new fields of private busi¬ 
ness and Industry. On the other 
hand, the lawmakers extended a 
helping hand to injured workers 
by increasing minimum weekly 
benefits under the Workmen's 
Compensation Insurance Act from 
$6.42 to $10, and by increasing the 
death benefit $1000. 

The legislators stood firm for 
continuing the merit system in 
state government, defeating vari¬ 
ous measures which would have 
undermined civil service by giving

The United States has the high¬ 
est per capita ownership of 
wealth on earth.

Boulder Dam power yesterday 
was linked with the Southern 
California Edison Company’s mil¬ 
lion horsepower hydro and fuel- 
electric generating system when 
the first of a series of 110,000 
horsepower Edison generators at 
the dam was put into service. 
Ceremony was lacking as the 
big machine went into routine 
operation. The new unit has been 
on test run for several days and 
performed perfectly. An electric¬
